European conflict will be shown at the 
Trinity Auditorium for a week-—~ 
actual pictures of the armies at their 
grim work In Belgium. And half the 
proceeds will go to the Red Cross, 
to help relieve the sufferings inci- 
dent to the mammoth struggle. 

The pictures were taken by a news- 
paper staff photographer. He caught 
practically every phase of the fghting 
in the western theater of war. There 
are pictures of infantry in action, of 
artillery fire, of soldiers falling and 
comrades pulling them from trenches; 
ind of Red Cross workers helping, the 
wounded, Germans and allies alike, 
after the battle. Also there are refu- 
gees, thousands of them, ever pres- 
ent. hurrying from the advancing

TWO GERMAN SPIES — 
IN BRITISH RANKS. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, 
READING (‘(Eng.) Nov. 20.—Two 
soldiers, a lance corporal and a pri- 
vate in the Hants regiment of Kitche- 
new army stationed at Codford 
“have been proved to be German 
spies and have been dealt with’ by 
the military authorities.

“The French sergeant then ap- 
proached another German aeroplane, 
this one of the Albatross type which 
was fiying over Cailly, preparing to. 
attack. The pilot of the Albatross, in 
a skillful and desperate maneuver, 
made a rapid half turn and precipi-’ 
tated his machine’at full speed on the 
French aeroplane. The French ser- 
geant, to avoid collision, threw his ma- 
chime back at such an angle that the 
rapid fire gun was detached from its 
fastenings and fell down inside the 
car. By the time the Frenchman had 
recovered his equilibrium, the Ger- 
man machine had flown away. 

“At about this time, another French 
aviator sergeant, who had just land- 
ed on the aviation field of Amiens 
from a reconnaissance along the front, 
perceived the machine of the enemy in 
the air over the city. Accompanied 
by a mechanician he took the air 
again and lifting at. once to a con- 
siderable height, he started in pur- 
suit of the German machine. which 
had eluded the Frenchman by the ues- 
perate expedient of charging him. The 
second French machine came up with 
this German just as he was getting 
away and was successful in prevent- 
ing him from getting within the Ger- 
man lines. He followed him as far 
as the regfon of Mont Lidier. The 
mech. "iclan inthis car fired ten rifle | 
shots ai the German machine with- 
eut guccee ding in crippling it. Im the 
meantime the French machine had 
received three biillets, one of which 
had gone through the gasoline tank. 
Lack of ammunition. made it geces- 
sary to abandon the pursuit. 
“On reaching the ground, the 
mechanician, whe had gone aloft in 
such a hurry that he had not properly 
dressed, found one of his hands troz- 


en. 

“This same day a French aeroplane 
ecarsying a corporal and a leutenant 
observer went up io reconnoiter in 
the environs of Bombierr¢d and en- 
countered a German aeroplane. 

“The pilot and the lieutenant, al- 
though armed only with recolvers, at 
once delivered an attack, but a bullet 
from a machine gun fired by the Ger- 
man machine crippled one of the 
wings of the French flyer, which was 
compelled to come to the ground with 
speed. It was only by the exercise 
of great ability on the part of the 
pilot that @ successful landing on the 
Amiens aviation ground was made. 
The French machine was not se 
riously hurt.”

equipment especially designed for 
anarchists, I.W.W. agitators and other 
lawbreakera, who have laughed at 
previous attempts to restrain them 
tn the workhouse and penitentiary on 
Blackwell’s Island. 
..Under the supervision of Dr. Kath- 
arine B. Davis, work 
nas begun on 4a amuiplinary 
building on Riker’s Island. Since the 
Tannenbaum “uprising” on Black- 
well’s Island last year, officials of the 
department of,correction have been 
studying various schemes to prevent 
further revolts among 
the Riker’s Island bullding; it is 
hoped, will solve the problem for all 
time. It will have separate cells for 
eighty prisoners, all of whom will be 
drafted from other city institutions 
if they show propensities for stirring 
up trouble among their companions, 
As soon as there ig an outbreak in 
one of the other prisons, the leaders 
are to be separated and placed in solli- 
tary confinement on Riker’s Island, 
where they never will have an oppor- 
tunity to agitate anything. For the 
worst of them there. will be sound- 
proof cells. If a prisoner finds it im- 
possible to quiet down even after his 
transfer to the island, he will be 
Placed in a room through the walls 
of which no oratory can penetrate. 
CONCRETE AND STEEL, 


The building is to be constructed of 
concrete block and brick and steel 
frame. It will have two wings, con- 
nected by an administration house. 
Nothing just like it exists in the city’s 
present equipment. The buliding will 
be only one story high. The cells 
are to be arranged in rows and will 
connect with open-air cells, each sep- 
arated by heavy iron Each 
room will measure 8x12 feet and will 
be equipped with cot, washstand and 
other facilities. It will have its own

In the case of the twenty sound- 
roof cells, extra heavy walls will be 

lilt with layers of cork or some 
other deadening material inserted in 
the concrete. These cells will have 
three doors, one of wood, one of iron 
and one on the ice-box pattern, to 
keep the noise within from filtering 
through.

This year the company 
planted and will harvest | 760 acres 
of cane. Three thousand acres will be 
Planted this winter in the Salt River 
Valley, and the company’s officials be- 
lieve the industry will be so profitable 
that it will increase rapidly. 

That sugar cane can be grown suc- 
cessfully and profitably in the irrigat- 
ed regions of the Southwest has been 
demonstrated by experiments carried 
on for the past three years by the 

any. The factory way bulit and 
equipped to make sugar from beets, 
but special machinery has been added 
to adapt the plant to the manufac- 
ture of cane sugar. This adds four 
months to the operating season if suf- 
ficient cane can be obtained. The fac- 
tory has a capacity of 800 tong of 
cane daily and represents an invest- 
ment of $1,000,000.

Mending Bones with Rugs. 
[New York American:) Catgut woven 


have had time to knit together. 
The rvg is woven on a band loom, the 


closely. It is made just a little snorter 
than the circumference of the bone and 
the fringed ends are used to tie it around 
the injured member just as you would a 
splint. 

Experiments with these catgut rugs on 
a number of dogs have shown them to be 
superior to any other kind of splints in the 
treatment cf fractures. When the fracture 
is mended the catgut is not removed, but 
is allowed to remain and become absorbed 
by the flesh. In a number of cases the ab- 
sorption was so complete that by the end 
of three weeks not a trace of the splint 
“ovld be seen. 

In applying the catgut rug to a broken 
bone the rug is of course first carefully 
sterilized. Then the bone ends are e%- 
posed, the muscles gently separated from 
them and the rug introduced around the 
bone. Great care has to be taken tn doing 
this not to injure or displace the bone’s del- 
feate membrane. 

When the surgeon is sure that the line 
of fracture is at the exact center of the rug 
he begins tying the two opposite free ends 
of each of the longitudinal) strands of cat- 
gut. Should it seem desirable make 
the splint still stronger the ends remain-

The Earth's Great Age. 

[Science:] In order to estimate the 
age of the earth different phenomena may 
be used. First, the separation of the moon: 
secondly, the solidification of the earth’s 
crust, then the condensation of the agve- 
ous vapor and the formation of oceans. 
The quantity of salt dissolved in these 
oceans and the thickness of the 
layers, especially those of a calcareous na- 
ture, afford further arguments. 

According to George Darwin, the moon 
was separated from our globe about 56,000.- 
000 years ago, The age of the solid crust 
has beén calculated by Lord Kelvin from 
the increase of the temperature in deep 
mines. In some regions the temperature 
is seen to increase about one degree for 
every fifty meters; in others, howevor, one 
degree for 100 meters. On the average the 
considerations of Lord Kelvin gave an age 
of 26,000,000 te 40,000,000 yeare in the solid 
eruet of the earth. 

The quantity of salt obviously increases 
in the oceans on account of the salt added 
by the rivers and of the evaporation of the 
water. The total qrantity of this salt has 
been calculated and the quantities of the 
yearly supply of water are known for all 
the larger streams, as wel] as their per- 
centage of salt. From this data we may 
calculate the annual increase of salt in the 
eceans and find how many yeara would 
+e required for our present rivers to ac- 
cumuiate all thé salt now found in the seag. 
According to Joly, about 90,000,000 years 
would be necessary. But obviously the 
rivers must exhaust the grounds which they 
drain, and formerly these must therefore 
bave been much richer in salts. This con- 
sideration must lead wus to diminish the 
number of years required in a very sensible 
manner.

From these nom- 
bers we may find an ege of 20,000,000 years 
for the collective deposition of all its geo. 
logical layers. Calcareoug rocks have been 
built by organisms and mainiy by corals 
and molluses. These have made use of 
the lime added to the sea by the rivers. 
Dubois has calculated on the one hand the 
whole thicknesses of these rocks and on the 
other the yearly supply of lime from the 
rivers. He concludes that 36,000,000 or 
45,000,000 years would be reqvired to pro 
duce the whole of this system.

JOME CHARITY 
HARD PROBLEM. 


NO MONEY TO TAKE CARE OF: 


NEEDY, SAYS WHIFFEN, — 


Shall we appropriate money for ex- 
tra police to suppress crime or give 
money to the poor and suppress 
hunger? 

This is the essence of the prob- 
lem, which stares the City Council in 
the face, as it has stafed the Council 
in the face for the last three winters 
and probably many more. Dr. Mil- 
bank Johnson of the Municipal 
Charities Commission, called the 
Council's attention to the fact that 
there is no December appropriation 
for charity and that unless the Coun- 
cil makes provision about 800 families 
regularly cared for will have to go 
without. 

He laid stress upon the fact that 
there seems to be enough money here 
for the unfortunate of Europe, but 
not enough for the homé folks. 

“If there is no money forthcom- 
ing,” said Dr. Johnson, “it méans the 
closing of the Humane Society for 
Children, the dispensing with social 
work at other institutions, for on next 
Wednesday the Municipal Charities 
ceases, as no funds are provided. 
United charities work does not begin 
until after the first of the year.” 

The Budget Committee was 
criticised for not looking ahead to 
this inevitable condition, but that did 
not help, because criticism produced 
no money. 

The Finance Committee will meet 
with the Supervisors Monday to go 
over the situation and see if there 
ien’t some way that relief may be af- 
forded during December. 

It will take about $3000 to carry 
on the charity work ordinarily done 
by the commission during December. 

President Whiffen announced thet 
he believed that the conference with 
the Supervisors will produce a fund 
that will take care of the situation. 
As chairman of the Public Safety 
Committee, Councilman Snowden said 
he would rather recommend no new 
policemen than to have the svffering 
continue without relief during one 
month. 

President Whiffen said that one way 
to provide work for the unemployed 
will be speedily reached when the 
city and Supervisors get together to 
rush the work on the pro moto>- 
truck highway from the city limits to 
the harbor. He believes that a way 
can be found for the use of the outer 
harbor bond money to be used for 
the harbor end of the highway.

He was surgeon for several of the 
railroads of the Middle West. He 
went abroad in 1885 and became as- 
sociated with eminent foreign sur- 
geons. Shortly after his arrival in 
Los Angeles he was elected presi- 
dent of the local Missouri State So- 
clety.

Railroad Official Tells of the 


Gory Toll, 


Over Thousand Children are 


Killed Yearly. 


Sad Tale of Harvest Reaped 


on the Tracks. 


Speaking before school children of 


‘the Imperial Valley last week as a part 
of the Southern Pacific's campaign to 
carry the “safety first’’ propaganda to 
the people, Supt. Whalen of the Los 
Angeles division asserted that the chil- 
dren killed in trespass accidents on 
American railroads in twenty years 
would furnish mile posts for a trip 
around the world.

SAFETY ITEMS. 


“To obtain the end desired, the em- 
Pployees of the different divisions of 
the system have formed themselves 
into working organizations known as 
Safety Committees. Our slogan is 
“Safety First.” We meet once a 
month on each division, at which time 
we consider the different accidents 
that occur during the month, study- 
ing their causes. We also consider 
suggestions made by the various em- 
ployees. To put these suggestions into 
effect, our company has spent for the 
year ending’ June 30, 1914, $42,000, 
with pending expenditures of $85,000. 
Among these improvements, the result 
of one of the suggestions, this com- 
pany constructed a subway at Los An- 
geles shops, costing $7000, that em- 
ployees might go to and from their 
work under our tracks, rather than 
crossing over them, experiencing dan- 
ger from passing trains. In addition 
in the line of safety, this company has 
spent $156,000 per year for special 
officers assisting in controlling the 
trespassing feature; $150,000 elimi- 
nating grade crossings; $44,000 pre- 
tectnig 112 additional crossings with 
alarm devices; $230,000 providing 
crossing protection; $17,000 installing 
forty wigwag signals, all of which, 
taken with the money expended carry- 
i out safety ns, amounts to 
$724,000.

“When we stop to think that in 
twenty years there were 25,000 young 
people killed and injured on our rail- 
roads—enough to make a milepost for 
every mile of travel in a trip around 
the world, and that in nearly every 
city, town and village there is some 
child without an arm or a leg lost 
trespassing on the railroad, or a little 
greve in the cemetery of some child 
(perhaps an only child) killed flipping 
on the cars, and that during the last 
two years of the twenty-year period 
referred to fourt@en trespassers were 
killed and fourteen injured daily, and

AROUND WORLD AT HOMB. 
In fact, you can go around the 
world in the Southland.

frozen North, and except for the last 
picture all the atmosphere needed will 
be obtained with boards and «canvas, 
deftly shaped by artists in the wood- 
working and paint-slinging line. 

Going back to the history of the 
business, it is pertinent that Califor- 
nia produced the first moving pictures. 
They were made on the estate of Le- 
land Stanford at Palo Alto by one 
Edward Muybridge in 1872, with the 
famed race horse Occidental, once a 
butcher’s hack, as actor. So the story 
runs, James R. Keene, the famous 
turf man, and Senator Stanford, both 
lovers of horses, had an argument. 
Stanford said that there was a time 
when a horse in the course of a race 
literally flew, that all its feet were off 
the ground at one time. Keene could 
not see it. 

Muybridge, a San Francisco photog- 
rapher, was calied into consultation. 
He solved the riddle by rigging up @ 
battery of twenty-four cameras in a 
studio on the race track, each 
equipped with a silken cord stretched 
across the course and which the horse 
broke as he breasted it. Thus were 
the first animated pictures obtained. 
Incidentally, Stanford was right. From 
this beginning the art wernt on devel- 
oping, largely in France and England, 
until the present day. 

EARLY BEGINNING. 


In saying the first animated pictures 
were taken, a half-truth is spoken, 
for animated pictures are of hoary 
antiquity. By past or drawing «a 
series of related action pictures on a 
cylinder and revolving the same rap- 
idiy, while a spectator looks —on 
through two pin holes in a screen, the 
Middle Ages evolved what they knew 
as the wheel-of-life, a show wherein 
jerky actors went through various 
motions, 

On the other hand the motion pie- 
ture is a @irect descendant of the pan- 
proceeary which for ages has been rec- 
ognized as a legitimate type of drama. 
Tt is the pantomime molded into elec- 
tric life, the human machine made 
articulate in pictures. Moreover, it 
is photography, a mechanical process, 
made capable of teltting a story. into 
which are woven elusive effects of 
light and shadow of a subtility that 
the art of painting cannot—ap- 
proach. 

What will be the future artistic de- 
velopment of the motion picture i« 
a puzzling question. That the art is 
broadening its scope is certain, the 
pictures at the first-class houses show 
this. That the background is coming 
to be more effectively used is also ap- 

parent, ly those out-of-door 
that have made Southern 
California, via the motion-picture 
camera, the most advertised portion 
of the globe.

ASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A new 
W uina of money has begun to cir- 

culate among the people. No 
money like it has ever been seen in 
the United States. Nor has any other 
sort of money appeared at the call of 
need—as this money is expected to do 


——uptraightway to disappear when the 


need no longer existed. | 
Financial experts had declared for 
many years that the currency system 


-of the country was absurdly barbaric 


and very dangerous. The money af 
the nation, they said, was not elastic 
—it could not be stretched, at times, 
sufficiently to cover all regions. So 
there were periods of sectional feasts 
and famines. 

The same idea was expressed when 


it was pointed out that the currency 
lacked in fluidity; money would not 
to large 
banking centers like New York. Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, 
and so on. Speculators could usually 
get it for campaigns in Wall street. 
Business men sometimes could not 
get it for goods, materials.and wages. 

The debate over the cifrrency was 
carried on in Congress, in conven- 
tions, in books, in magazines, and in 
newspapers for almost a generation. 
Now and then some obscure and ig- 
norant person would get up and say: 
“If every banker in the United States 
had $1,090,000,000 in cash and would 
lock it up in his vault and refuse to lend 
it, inevitably there would be a tight 
money market. What we want is a 
law keeping bank safes open during 
business hours.” 

In the main, however, the discus- 
sion was carried on by political econ- 
omists, scientific bankers. Secretaries 
of the Treasury in Presidential Cab- 
inets, and statesmen who specialized 
in finance. “The man in the street.” 
that threadbare and much-exploited 
individual who is supposed to repre- 
in- 
telligence and prosperity, prudently 
kept out of the controversy. It was 
too deep for him. as he confessed. 


IT WILL EVEN RUN UP HILL. 


By and by debaters, widely separat- 
ed at first, got together on common 
ground.

The hands and the eves of 
the board are to be on all the banks 
all the time. The members of the 
beard are to see that the law is 
obeyed. They are to decide when 
any matter is in doubt. The gates of 
the new money dam are opened and 
closed on signals from them. 


LIGHT ALSO FOR THE BANKERS. 
Catechism is defined as “a form of 


instruction by means of questions and 
anewers.” When Mr. Hamlin was 
asked if he would permit himeelf to 
he catechised about the new currency 
he replied: “Certainly, but put your 
inquiries on paper so that I may 
look them over.” Thereupon the in- 
terviewer, after trying to get into the 
mental estate of the “man in the 
street,” wrote out forty elementary 
interrogationa. 

There are bankers, even, who do 
not understand the new currency 
law. Most bankers are merely deal- 
ers in money, taking it in and then 
profit.

months, inflicting an approximate loss 
of $150,000 on their owners. 

All of the cars except sixty-five have 
been recovered, but the estimated 


average cost of these and the repaire 
necessarily made to the 297 cars re- 
covered, always after reckless abuse 
and often after being stripped of their 
expensive equipment, make up the ag- 
gregate loss. 

Of the 462 cars stolen in the eight 
months, 239 were insured and 223 un- 
insured; of the sixty-five never recov- 
ered, thirty-four were insured and 
thirty-one uninsured. 

The otficers of the club estimate 
that there are in Southern California 
60,000 automobiles, most of them in 
the city of Los Angeles. Each owner 
has paid to the State $20 in tax and 
license fees, a total of $1,200,000. 
which goes to show the vast impor- 
tance of the automobile as a contrib- 
utor to the funds of the State, and 
also the investment of the owners that 
calls for the best possible protection 
from theft. 

The Automobile Club officers are 
now endeavoring to work outa plan by 
which owners of machines may be less 
subject to the depredations of what 
they believe to be an organized gang 
of thieves with branches in other 
cities and States.

thermometers placed close to the 
ground have registered several de- 
grees lower. That means severe frost. 
The lowest temperature in: Imperial 
Valley has been 26, and there has 
been but one killing frost since the 
valley was settled. 

The most formidable enemy of 
sugar cane in the South and in 
Hawaii is the borer. Mr. Davie and 
other sugar men say that the South- 
western ‘“desert’’ regions have little 
or nothing to fear from that quarter 
as the extended pertods of hot, dry 
weather do not permit the borer to 
thrive. Imperial Valley men believe 
they will have the same advantage in 
this reapect as that enjoyed by the 
cotton growers there, whose crops 
are virtually immune from the boll 
weevil. 

Some experiments have been made 
in Imperial Valley with Mexican 
cane and the results indicate that 
heavier crops and greater con- 
tent may be expected than have been 
obtained in Arizona. 

Experimental growing of sugar 
beets, covering long periods and di- 
rected by experts, have demonstrated 
that Imperial Valley can produce 
more tons to the acre and more sugar 
to the ton than any other part of the 
State, but the farmers of the valley 
are not disposed to grow beets, which 
require much hand labor during the 
season of cultivation. Cane is culti- 
vated in much the same manner as 
corn and is harvested by cutting with 
heavy cane knives, wielded by men 
standing.

If Imperial Valley farmers plant 
500 of more acres to cane this year, 
at now seems probable, the Western 
Sugar Company will contract for the 
crop.

HE WOMEN of the State Federation of Women’s Clubs are fully aware | 

of the fact that the federation has been man-handied and maneuvered

The “open door” legislation, about which hundreds of women in the 
State are deeply concerned was turned down flat. But Chester H. Rowell, a talk 
candidate for the United States Senate, was trotted out to address the dele 
gates assembled under the touching little name of “lecturer.” The plea for ; 
greater humanity to animals, protection against experimentation upon the in- 
digent infirm and destitute infants was shelved because it savored of politics! 
Yea, a Daniel sat in judgment. Oh, yea! 

Lots of mighty sensible women are facing the question, “Why should we 
who are the bone and sinew of State federation let ourselves be driven like a 
bunch of sheep to the corral of one woman, or a few women, who will get a 
big reward for herding us?” They see that they have been most beautifully 
used to further the personal political ambitions of one woman, or possibly a 
small group of women. The woman politician is of the same variety as the 
man politician.

There are many great actors who 
are great human beings also. George 
Arliss is one of them. Last week 
Mrs, Rosamond Wright and I sat in 
his pleasant apartment at the Rex 
Arms, where he and Mrs. Arliss had, 
with that magic known only to dra- 
matic people “on the road,” deftly 
arranged photographs about the 
rooms, flung cushions cosy-wise here 
and there, set pieces of hotel furni- 
ture to look as though they were 
made to use, and a home at- 
mosphere. 

He said a lot of things which I wish 
every woman who is opposing anti- 
vivisection could hear, especially the 
one who remarked at the southern 
district convention at Santa Ana that 
“the women who are agitating this 
thing are the ones who carry dogs 
around in their arms, instead of chil- 
dren.”

“You of America are doing a splen- 
did, aggressive, telling work for the 
great and growing cause of anti-vi- 
visection. I know of no other reform 
movement that is so over weighted 
with the mass of evidence in its favor. 
While you lack the number of fed- 
erated societies found in Great Brit- 


and distinct branches of “The British 
Union for the Abolition of Vivisec- 
tion,” there is reason to believe that 
America will continue to spread the 
propacanda in educating the people 
and thus strengthen and increase her 
already fu: nidable organizations. 

“T had h ped that in California, 
where women have recently acquired 
votes for women, that so worthy and 
vital a reform .as anti-vivisection 
would commahd their ardent interest 
and support. I am advised, however, 
that only very recently a branch of 
the Federation of Women’s Clubs re- 
fused to indorse a bill for the open 
door to the medical laboratories 
where thousands of noble, sentient 
animals are tortured needlessly and 
uselessiy; surely it is a sad commen- 
tary upon the intelligence and heart 
culture of women supposed to be in- 
terested in the abolishment of all 


cruelty. 

“A medical woman delegate stated 
‘that anti-vivisectionists thought more 
of dogs than children—and that the 
bubonic plague would have never 
been abolished had it not have been 
for vivisection,’ both statements s0 
absurd and fallacious that they really 
merit ridicule and contempt. 

“The women of your great State 
should know that through tortured 
animals we are really striking at the 
heart of human vivisection as well. 
The canker that is polluting the blood 
of*the human race is the putrid filth 
wrung from the artificially diseased 
bodies of animals and applied to nat- 
urally diseased humans.

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MAN OF BALKAN FAME 
RISKS LIFE WITH NURSES. 


Times Mrs. Stobart Was Stripped and Scarched 
te Order of German Commanders,’ but Safely 
Her Way Through Belgium to London with 
e Corps of Trained Assistants. 


BY HAYDEN CHURCH. 


[Ooprright, 1914, by Curtis Brown. | 
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and, shouting for six soldiers, who 
full-cocked their rifies and bayonets, 
told them to surround us. 

“*You are prisoners,’ he said, curt- 
ly. ‘If you talk to each other, or if 
you move, you'll be shot immediately.’ 

“We waited during an hour for or- 
ders from the commandant, and were 
then marched as prisoners to the Ho- 
tel de Ville. Here we were stripped 
and examined, our luggage was 
Searched and all papers and money 
taken from us, and at 5 p.m. we were 
marehed to the railway station, made 
to enter a luggage van attached to an 
engine, and were thus taken by our 
guard of six soldiers to Tongres. At 
Tongres we were again marched to 
the Hotel de Ville. Here we were 
met by the major in command, who 
was told that we had been arrested as 
spies. 

“*English?’ he asked. 

“‘Ja, mein herr major—wir sind 
Englisch,’ I replied, cheerfully, for" 
these German officers were such bul- 
les, everything depended on showing 
hat one was not afraid. . 

“*Ah!’ said the major, jubilantly, 
‘das wird mir sehr angenehm sein!’ 
(That will be very agreeable to me.) 

“We went through the farce of 
verbal examination, and I showed 
him all my papers relating to my in- 
tended hospital work; but he refused 
te look at them. 


“Tl have no time for proofs—you 
I suppose you know the 
fate of spies? Twenty-four hours. 
Whether you're in the right or in the 
wrong, you are English, and this is a 
war of annihilation.’ 

“We were taken upstairs and spent 
the night lying upon straw in an 
empty room, and expected at dawn 
to be called out and shot. But owing. 
az we believe, to the intervention of 
another officer, who was, he told us, 
married to an Englishwoman. we were 
told next day that we were to go by 
train as prisoners to Cologne. At 
Liege all our papers were agent 
from our guard by an excited mob 
of officers and soldiers, who nearly 
lynched us when they heard we were’ 
English, and we had eventually to go 
on to Aachen without any of the pa- 
pers, which alone could prove that we 
were what we said we were. 


“At Aachen we were marched to 
the arrest cells in the military bar-| 
racks, accompanied by the popula- 
tion, who booed and hissed and called 
us English dogs and other opprobrious 
epithets. Here again we slept on 
verminous straw, and the next day 
went once more through the routine 
of being stripped and searched. Each 
of us was brought separately before 
the judicial officer. If found gulilty, 
we should, we were told, be shot; if 
mercy was extended, our fate would 
be at least three years in a German 
fortress, and if found innocent, im- 
prisonment till the end of the war. 
This was the prospect. Everything 
now depended upon whether the ju- 
dicial officer was—unplike the German 
officers we had encountered hitherto 
—a human being, and could be per- 
suaded to believe—upon my word 
alone—that it was my sense of duty 
towards my women that had led us 
to the indiscretion of going through 
the German lines. His manner of 
conducting the trial was al) that one 
could have wished. But at the end 
of the day we were rharched off 
separately to the prison. Here again 
I was stripped and searched, all my 

ons removed, and I was taken 
—at midnight—by two wardresses, to 
the cell I was to occupy. The door 
closed with a bang upon me. and the

You would have thought, wouldn't

Only a few days later, on 
hearing from the Belgian Red Cross 
that her services were sorely needed 
in Antwerp, she hurried off there, 
taking with her, as usual, no man, but 
her staff of women consisting of six 
physicians, twelve trained nurses, and 
ten orderlies, and, on getting to Ant- 
werp, set up her hospital in, of all 
places, a summer concert hall. 

This is the former gathering place 
of the Societe le l'Harmonie, 
Chaussee de Malines (just across the 
street from a convent kept by a Ger- 
man sisterhood) and here we find 
the “unit” just a fortnight later, with 
all their equipment complete and 
over 130 wounded men under their 
care. Most of these victims of shells, 
sharapnel and  =*rifle-bullets occupy 
small iron beds; of which there are 
over a hundred, but some of them, 
too, are lying on straw mattresses on 
the tiers of the orchestral platform, 
and constantly others pour in. For 
over a week Mrs. Stobart has slept in 
her clothes and, she says, “grown in- 
dependent as to) whether she has 
more or less sicep than usual.”

I was sent for by 
the human officer, who came to the 
prison, and said that if I would give 
‘my word not to escape, he would take 
me in his automobile to the hotel, 
where—with my two friends, with- 
out whom I would not, of course, ac- 
cept freedom—I should be free to 
come and go, on parole. while our 
case was further investigated. He and 
the next senior officer sent a cable to 
the German authorities at the Hotel 
de Ville at Brussels, asking them to 
confirm my story that I had 
asked by the Croix Rouge to organize 
a hospital In the university, and that 
night we had the first wash for five 
days and siept in beds, comparatively 
happy. But in the morning the senior 
officer greeted me with a serious faee. 
‘We've had the reply to our telegram. 
Read it. He handed me the paper. 
‘Croix Rouge and university say no 
hospital by Mme. Stobart." The Bel- 
gian director of the Croix Rouge and 
of the university had presumably been 
displaced by Germans, to whom I was 
unknown! 

“Return to prison seemed inev- 
itable. But some curious psychical in- 
fluence was obviously at work, and 
when I asked if someone might not 
be sent with me to Brussels to cor- 
roborate my statement, the officer, as 
he looked me in the face, replied 

surprise, ‘No— 


free—to go to Brussels." 
that at least we should have to be 
under German supervision, but-I bold- 
ly suggested that at Brussels I should 
be no better off as regards my unit 
than before. ‘Could we not go to 
England?’ The answer was, ‘I don't 
see why you shouldn't.” and so, ac- 
cordingly, I did, traveling by hired au- 
tomobile to Maestricht, then by train 
to Flushing and thence by steamer to 


LIVE DREAD. 

Thus they have |lived through the 
days of dread uncertainty in the city 
on the Scheldt. Once they have been 
officially notified that the city is to 
be evacuated and that they must pre- 
pare their patients to be taken to Os- 
tend, close their hospital and be 

themseives. Then 
announcement that 
help is coming from England and 
that the official command to all Ant- 
werp is to “hold on.” , 
some of the Royal Marines and the 
Naval Brigade, conveyed in London 
motor omnibuses on their way to the 
forts, Pass the hospital and get a 
rou welcome from their devoted 
com patriots who shout  cheerily, 
“Come in here if you get wounded!” 

All this time the women doctors, 
the women nufses and women order- 
lies and their bustling, clear-headed 
directress are going on with their 
work of mercy. And truly pitiable are 
many of the cases that come to their 
hands. Some of the earliest arrivals 
were from a hospital at Lierre, which 
had been fired by German shells and 
been burnt over the hea of the 
patients. A bomb had burst through 
the roof, upon the bed of one wound- 
ed man, making Imperative the am- 
putation of both legs. This operation, 
too, had to be performed without 
chioroform, and the soldiers who de- 
seribed it said they were thankful to 
get away from the man’s cries. An- 
other man was shot through the 
lungs, stomach, head and arma, his 
features being undistinguishable be- 
neath the clotted blood and dirt. 

Thus we come to the Night of Ter- 
ror in Antwerp. On the previous one 
(Tuesday, October 6,) terrific firing, 
apparently close at hand, had shaken 
the houses, and no one was surprised, 
next morning, to hear the news 
from the forts Was bad. 

SIEGE OF ANTWERP. 

“Just after twelve on the following 
night,” said Mre. Stobart, “we were 
all awakened by a sound we’ had 
never heard before.

ABY HOWITZER 
LATEST TERROR. 


ALLIES GREATLY WORRIED BY 
KRUPP INVENTION. 


Velocity of Shell is Slow, but it 
has the Effect of Tearing up 
Trenches in Every Direction with 
its Tremendous Amount of High 
Explosives. 


[A. P. YOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONDON. Nov. 15.—Krupp’s baby 
it is called 
by the Germans—is the latest terror 
the allied armies are called upon to 
face In the trenches; and its novelty, 
its comparative simplicity and its de- 
structiveness attest to the complete- 
ness of the German fighting equip- 
ment. The huge howitzers with which 
the Germans battered down the 
strongest Belgian forts were for a 
time the most-talked-of feature of the 
German artillery; but now that Col. 
E. D. Swinton, the British “eyewit- 
ness” with the expeditionary force, 
has drawn attention to this trench 
howitzer, the British press is describ- 
ing it. 


The uniqueness of the little how- 
itzer lies in the fact that though its 
caliber is less than three inches, it 
throws a shell whose diameter is more 
than a foot, weighing, with its charge 
of high explosive, nearly 200 pounds. 
This is done by the simple expedient 
of attaching a small “adapter” to the 
shell, while the shell itself rests on 
the mouth of the gun in a sort of a 
cup. 

The “adapter” is a metal bar, which 
fits perfectly into the bore of the gun. 
Being expelled, it takes with it the 
shell, which promptly separates itself 
and continues its flight alope, to fall 
in a trench where its expi@ejon de- 
molishes earthworks.so arduously pre- 
pared by the allies. To visualize how 
it leaves the howitzer, one has but to 
imagine a small boy placing a cherry 
with a pin thrust in it over the mouth 
of a blow-gun. The “minenwurfer's” 
en is the cherry; the “adapter” the 
pin. 

The velocity of the shell 1s low— 
only 230 feet per second. lowest 
elevation from which it is fired is 45 
deg., an angle at which the shell trav- 
els 550 yards. Bighty degrees is the 
highest angle at which it may be fired 
—an elevation used when trenches are 
only 190 yards apart. ; 

Traveling slowly toward a trench 
with the annoying leisure of a lobbed 
tennis ball, the course of the shell 
may be plainly followed. Men can 
dodge it, but its explosive interior 
works havoc with the trench. This is 
all that is expected of it, ‘Though 
accounts from the allied front have 
given no circumstantial details of 
what it has done as a destructive 
agent, the effect can be surmised when 
one is reminded that four pounds of 
dynamite is considered sufficient to 
demolish breastworks from two to 
three feet in thickness. 

The weight of the gun Itself is only 
130 pounds and its mounting weighs 
thirty pounds less. It is attached, 
however, to a heavy bed, or platform, 
weighing nearly 1000 pounds. Yet 
with the whole properly wheeled, two 
men can readily transport it short

MANY. LESSONS 
FROM THE WAR. 


Eleven-inch Howitzers Main 
‘Reliance of Germans. 


Stories of Tremendous Guns 
are not All Believed. 


Damage at Liege Compared 
to Port Arthur Siege.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.-—In com- 
mon with the military observers of 
every other nation, United States army 
Officers are watching with keenest in- 
‘terest the artillery development of 
the warring nations of Europe as dis- 
closed upon the battlefields of Bel- 
gium and France. Every news dis- 
patch that mentions the great Ger- 
man guns is read closely and photo- 
graphs are studied with greatest care; 
but so far nothing conclusive has been 


found to confirm the report that the 
Germans are placing their main re- 
upon forty-two centimeter, 
mobile howitzers. 
American officers believe that the 
Germans have accomplished the de- 
struction of opposing forts with 
standard eleven-inch howitzers and 
modern high explosives, which are 
virtually the same for all nations. The 
key to German successes of this 
character, they say, lies in the 
thoroughness with which the work 
is done and the accuracy of their 
shooting with eleven-inch weapons. 
Photographs of the forts before 
Liege, Namur, Antwerp and elsewhere 
in the war zone show turret forts 
completely wrecked by German fire. 
There is nothing to indicate, however, 
was inflicted by 
eleven-inch or even smaller shelis, 
ordnance experts believe. Te enor- 
mous destructive force of thes. «hells 
has been well known ever since the 
fall of Port Arthur in the Japanese- 
Russian war. 

JAPS AT PORT ARTHUR. 
The city was taken by the Jap- 
anese, notwithstanding modern fortifi- 
cations of the highest type, naturally 
stronger than any that have been as- 
sailed during the present war since 
the forts were located on high hills 
rendering turret protection against fire 
unnecessary. They were reduced by 
eleven-inch coast defense howitzers 
brought from the Japanese coast with 
great labor and mounted after the ex- 
ercise of engineering skill of the high- 
est order to get thém over the rough 
ground and into place, where they 
commanded the Russian fortresses. 
Once established behind nearby hills, 
absolutely safe from the fire of the 
Ruasian guns, the howitzers disposed 
of the enemy's boasted defenses with 
the same ease that the German guns 
battered to pieces the Belgian 
orts.

* NOVEL TRANSPORTATION. 


The most novel feature about these 
weapons to military eyes is the sys- 
tem of transportation employed by 
which the gun and its carriage are di- 
vided on two trucks, equipped with 
rimmed wheels and special devices to 
distribute the enormous weight over 
as much road service as possible. The 
whole train is hauled by a traction en- 
gine, propelled by steam or gasoline. 
Undoubtedly this hag served to in- 
crease the mobility of the giant 
weapons; but officers are not satisfied 
that the necessity of carefully pre- 
paring the ground upon which the 
guns stand when discharged has been 
done away with. It is still a job for 
engineers to place these weapons and 
the long delay necessary to permit the 
emplacement of siege weapons, while 
a little reduced, is still a factor in mili- 
tary operations. 

The United States Is not contemplat- 
ing the construction of very large siege 
guns, because the roads of the country 
are not suited to carry such. enormous 
weights. The radius of action of the 
weapons would be limited to the im- 
mediate vicinity of a few of the larger 
cities or to a highway here or there 
that has been improved for a long 
distance. In the event of invasion it 
would be impossible to confine opera- 
tions to territories best suited for de- 
fense and the guns would be virtually 
useless.

“Napoleon counted on the aid of 
winter in his campaign in 1806. But 
the weather was agai him. De- 
cember of that year left the roads as 
soft as they had been in the autumn, 
and the French were obliged to quar- 
ter themselves upon the Poles and 
wait for cold weather. Frggt finally 
came on February 1 and six days 
later the battle at Prussian-Eylau 
was fought. Napoleon, as well as 
Kikng Charlies, availed himself of 
the opportunity offered by 
roads and frozen rivers. 

“As Carl Bleibtrau in his work on 
the campaign of Napoleon in Russia 
in 1812 has shown, it was not the 
cold that demanded the greatest sac- 
riftc in human. lives.

BIG BLUFF SUCCESSFUL.

TOKIO, Oct. 17.—In order to pre- 
vent a false impression abroad Japa- 
nese officials are careful not to use 
the word “occupation” when speaking 
of the capture of German possessions 
in the Pacific by a Japanese fleet, or 
of the seizure of. the railroad in 
Shantung province, China. The Chi- 
nese government has registered sev- 
eral protest against the taking of 
the railroad on the ground that it is 
a violation of China’s neutrality. The 
Japanese claim that the seizure of the 
entire line from Tsing-tau to Tsinanfu 
was, like the taking of Jaluit Island 
in the Marshall group, a military ne- 
cessity in the conduct of the war, and 
in the elimination of the root of the 
German influence in Eastern Asia. 

The Chinese contention that China, 
having staked out a war zone with 
Weihsien as the western point, Japan 
had no right to move west of Weih- 
sien, and seize the railroad as far as 
Tsinanfu, is not accepted by Japan, 
who maintains she never agreed to 
stay within any zone. She had told 
China that the ‘Germans (who really 
own the road) used it for military 
purposes before the arrival of the Jap- 
anese, and that the reduction of the 
fortress at Tsing-tao carried with it 
inevitably the seizure of the whole 
length of the Shantung Railroad. 

The question of permanent posses- 
sion of the Shantung Railroad, like 
the possession of Jaluit Island, ac- 
cording to the Japanese, must be set- 
tled at the conclusion of the war. So 
far as Kiao-chow is concerned, it is 
expected here that Japan will live up 
to her promise to restore the place 
eventually to China.

UFFRAGE CLUB 
IS DISSOLVED. 


OBJECTS ACCOMPLISHED IN 


ALL 
NORWAY.

: CHRISTIANIA, Nov. 15.—After an 
existence dating from 1885, the So- 
-ciety for Suffrage for Women has 
been dissolved, there being no longer 
any reason for its activities, since the 
women in Norway have now obtained 
equal rights with men in the matter 
of voting in city, county aid state 
elections. 
In 1896 women paying taxes on in- 
comes of more than $120 a year were 
granted the vote in city and coun- 
cil elections, and in .1907 the same 
privilege was given them in state elec- 
tions. In 1910 every woman over 25 
years of age, who had never been a 
public charge or sentenced in the 
courts, was granted suffrage in county 
elections, no matter what she earned, 
and tn 1913 the Storthing without de- 
bate unanimously passed a law giving 
women common suffrage in state elec- 
tions. 
There has never been any militant 
suffrage agitation in Norway; the 
women leading the movement have 
worked quietly and made headway by 
means of pamphiets and liectures. 
Leading men in the political world 
have helped them without noisy dem- 
onstration of any sort. — 
For many years women have been 
members of city councils and county 
boards. While they have not been 
prominent as leaders in reform move- 
ments, they have proved themselves 
less apt.than men to become profes- 
sional politicians who hold office for 
the sake of personal profit. A couple 
of years ago one of their leaders held 
a seat in Parliament for a few months 
as a substitute for a male member, 
but since then there has been no other 
woman member. It will doubtless be 
a few years before women acquire the 
experience to be represented in pro- 
portion to their numbers. At present 
about 25 per cent. of the electorate 
are women. The majority of women 
voters continue to cast their votes for 
men. |

CAPTURE GERMAN LANCES. 


Weapons are Made of Steel, Quite 

Heavy, but Easily Managed by an 

Expert. ' 

P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCT. | 

MANCHESTER (Eng.) Nov. 14.— 
“Among the most interesting of the 
war trophies that have found their 
way over here,” says the Manchester 
Guardian, “are some specimens of the 
German lance. It is not a wooden 
pole; but an eleven or twelve-foot steel 
tube. It is very heavy and at first 
seems quite unmanageable to a man 
of ordinary strength. But two-thirds 
of the way down from the head to- 
wards the butt is a wrapping of thick 
twine to give.,a grip. And if you hold 
it there, and there only, you find that 
it is so evenly poised that, as one ad- 
miring observer remarked, you could 
write your name with it.

rific crash upon the roof of the house 
next to us. Another followed within 


the other side of the road, splitting it 
in two and firing it. From that time, 
at the average rate of four a minute, 
shells continued to drop on all sides 
of us. But even at the first alarming 
sound there was no excitement 
among the staff. Everybody in the 
convent quietly and quickly made 
themselves ready, and in a body pro- 
ceeded across the road to the hospi- 
tal as we had previously arranged. 

“There the night staff were already 
at work carrying the helpless pa- 
tients on stretchers and helping the 
others from the concert hall down the 
steep steps to the dark little under- 
xround caves which already had been 
prepared by Miss Macnaughten, our 
chief orderly, for the purpose. Our 
hospital happened to be in the direct 
line of fire of the ammunition depot, 
which was, of course, a mark for the 
enemy's guns. Shells consequently 
dropped around us on all sides. When 
stretchers were not available, those 
frail women carried men downstairs 
on their backs. It was not an easy 
task, moving in haste some of the 
severely wounded patients to the 
comparative safety of the cellars. 
There we made them as comfortable 
as possible on the mattresses and 
camp beds and could then only hope 
that they might not, with ourselves, 
be- burnt alive if the flimsy building 
eaught fire and blocked up our nar- 
row exit.” 

This did not happen, but by the 
next morning the road between the 
convent and the hospital, which Mrs. 
Stobart and her staff had to cross 
continually, was literally plowed up 
by the shells. The roof of the house 
on one side of the convent had been 
blown off and the house on the other 
side was in fames. The houses In the 
street next to them were in ruins, 
while all the windows in the convent 
and the hospital were shattered. “In 
the streets,” said Mrs. Stobart, “there 
was not a sign of life except here 
and there a &S&cuttling figure with a 
bundle in its arms hurrying to get 
out of Antwerp before it was too 
late.”’ 

GET OUT OF ANTWERP. 


It had now become a case of “save 
himself who can.” Mrs. Stobart and 
her party had no mind to be com- 
mandeered to nurse German soldiers 
back to health to fight against their 
own kith and kin, They resolved, ac- 
cordingly, once they had sent off 
their remaining patients (ninety al- 
ready had left on foot) to get out of 
Antwerp as best they could, though 


while, as there was no wheeled ve- 
hicle left in the town, the directress 
herself set off on foot to try to find 
the officials of the Red Cross and see 
what arrangements could be made for 
taking the wounded charges away. 
“Shells were dropping here, there, 
and everywhere, &s I trudged from 
one office to another,” says she, “but 
although one felt that there was 
plenty of danger’ for other people 
there never, curiously enou 
seemed to be any for oneself. 

The Red Cross folk, it appeared, 
could not help. They had no trans- 
port left. Just when thi looked 
blackest, however, there suddenly ap- 
peared a motor lorry driven by an 
English so'diec. who had lost his con- 
voy, and this was promptly comman- 
deered by Mrs. Stobart’s transport or- 
derly, Mise Benjamin, who, ignoring 
the shells that were dropping | all 
around her, hailed the “Tommy as 
he was pagsing. In this lorry six of 
the worst cases were taken to a hos- 
pital which had good cellars. “They 
could take no more,” sald Mrs. Sto- 
bart. “and so, after placing two cases 
in charge of the sisters at the con- 
vent, who refused to leave their cel- 
lars, we packed the remainder (six- 
teen,) on the last procurable lorry 
found at the wharf, and sent them 
in charge of one of our doctors, a sis- 
ter and two nurses and an interpreter 
to get out of the town toward the 
Dutch frontier.” 

This party which, after various ad- 
ventures, eventually reached a hos- 
pital at Ostend, was to send back, be- 
fore they left the town, means of 
transport for the rest of the staffl— 
numbering. some twenty—but this 
never turned up. The last adventu 
of Mrs. Stobart and her aasistants 
to be the most exciting of all. Stil 
under shel! fire, they had packed u 
all the portable equipment, and now. 
all the afternoon, they waited for the 
sight of the conveyance which was 
to have been sent by the lorry party. 
But 3 o'clock, 4 o'clock, 5 o'clock came 
and no sicn of the transport. “The 
city,” said Mrs. Stobart, “was now 
deserted of all life, a city of the dead. 
The only sounds were the screaming 
and banging of the still bombardin 
shells, and the crackling of the fi 
hofses.” It was now ajmost dusk and 
the little band had ut given up 
nope when the méans of escape ar- 
rived. 

Mrs. Stobart and the clever women 
under her, Londoners all, have seen 
and traveled on some thousands of 
motor-omnibuses in their day, but it 
is doubtful if any of these conveyances 
ever “looked so good” to them as three 
London “generals” which, in the gath- 
ering gloom, they suddenly saw com- 
ing along at a breakneck pace through 
the street in which thelr hospital 
atood. The directress ran out In the 
road and spread out her arms. Quick- 
ly the motor busses drew up and she 
asked the drivers, English *“Tommies,” 
if they would help them to the 
frontier. 

“If you're quick as lightning,” was 
the reply, “but we have to get over 
that bridge of boats before it is blown 
up. And, maybe you don't know it, 
but these busses are filled with am- 
munition, and with these here shells 
fallin’ all about—well, you must decide 
if you think you want to risk it!” 

CLIMB INTO BUS. 

The Englishwomen hesitated not a 

second. In less time than it takes to 


tell it, they had collected their hand- 


of ammunition inside 
busses, which promptly started 
again, and a wild and thrilling ride 
began. Probably no party of women 
ever before had or ever will have such 
an omnibus ride as this score of doc~- 
tors, nurses and orderlies with their 
directress. The screaming shells 
rained on all sides of them, they swept 
through streets empty of people in 
which houses were burning on each 
side of them, and in many places there 
were huge holes in the road, which 
had to be avoided, where shells had 
fallen and burst. But the “Tommies” 
proved expert drivers, no accident oc- 
curred, and almost before Mrs. Stobart 
and her companions realized it, the 
Scheldt was in sight.

Louis. Our purpose was to estab- 
sh a community of homes, with 
plenty of room for chiddren, all 
proper and modern facilities for 
work, recreation social inter- 
course. 

‘Leclaire now consists of about 200 
houses of from three to eight rooms 
each. All are supplied with electric 
light, gas, water and sewers. The lots 
are from 60 feet to 106 feet in 
width. Sidewalks are of concrete and 
the streets are cindered. Nearly all 
of the houses are owned by the oc- 
cupants, about three-fourths of whom 
are company employees. The other 
inhabitants are coal miners, retired 
farmers, railroaders and business men 
from Edwardsville. My own house 
is in the village; 

“Houses have always been built 
for employees who wanted them on 
installment payments about equal to 
city rent.- A house can thus be paid 
for in from eight to ten years. We 
have never been compelled to fore- 
close a mortgage, and few payments 
gO past the days when due. In cases 
of sickness the payments are auto- 
matically suspended. has a 
baseball field, a bowling alley, billiard- 
rooms, a lake for fishing, rowing and 
skating, a hall for dances, meetings 
and lectures and a kindergarten. 


The Store at Leciaire. 


“There is a co-operative store with 
about 150 members, each of whom 
owns one $25 share of stock. Sales 
are made at regular market prices 
and the profits are divided every 
three months in proportion to the 
purchases of each shareholder. The 
dividends range from & per cent. to 
10 per cent. Purchasers who are not 
members of the store company re- 
ceive half of the rece dividend. 
Six per cent. is paid SW the capital 
Stock and so far there has been a 
surplus each year. . 

“Our manufacturing company has 
four factories at Leclaire and em- 
Ploys 300 persons, most of whom are 
mechanics. We work fifty-one and 
a half-hours a week. The village has 
no corporate organization, no police- 
men or no taxes except those laid by 
the county and the State. There isn’t 
a saloon in the place. The public 
work is done by the company, the 
expense coming out of the profits and 
dividends. Leclaire has no rules, no 
don'ts. <All the laws we know are 
those of Illinois and the nation. 

“The referendum prevails, but not 
officially. If the villagers object to any- 
thing that is tried experimentally, 
they say so and that particular fea- 
ture is instantly dropped. We don't 
claim to have worked out a perfectly 
ideal plan of living at Leclaire. It 
is a human community of men, 
women and children, but they are 
living cheaply and well in attractive 
homes and every worker has an in- 
terest in the business that. supports 
himself and his neighbors. 

“Our scheme of dividing the profits 
of business among all who contribute 
to it, making them partners, accumu- 
lating capital for the oncoming gen- 
eration, is a long and certain step 
toward converting business into a 
social instrument. This has been my 
motive for nearly a third of a cen- 
tury. It is my pervading motive now. 


| I¢ Cost Him a Million. 

“The company which I established 
has property valued at $2,000,000. 
Had I followed the ordinary rules of 
business, I would have owned it all. 
I actually own a minority of it. 
Those who have helped me make the 
company what it is own a majority 
interest in the property. I would 
rather dispose of my profits that way 
than in founding or endowing  col- 
leges and libraries. 

“Profit-sharing peration 
are feasible in all enter- 


and c¢o-o 
sorts of 
prises, large or small. There could 
be a division of profits in the houge 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., and there is, 
of course, among the partners. The 
employees, also, could be taken in, 
even the office boys. S8So, too, profit- 
sharing would be easily possible with 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany—interest on capital, wages to 
workmen, and maintaining and oper- 
ating ee to be paid first, and 
then a fair apportionment of the 
profits to owners and employees. 
Growth of the business, I claim, would 


go on more rapidly than ever  be- 
fore. 
“In our own establishment profit- 


shari has increased the capital 
from $100,000 in 1886 to $2,000,000 
in 1914. Our 200 original employees 
have been multiplied five times in 
number during the twenty-eight years. 
And all the while we have paid good 
wages and given capital a return of 
¢ per cent. a year. There are no 
more strikes in our factories. The 
workmen are prosperous and happy 
and have steady employment. Occa- 
sionally the state of business compels 
us to reduce our production. When 
that occurs we do not dismiss any of 
our men; we simply cut down the 
hovrs of their work and thus afford 
them the means to live until times 
improve. That its better than pay- 
ing them $5 a day and then laying 
them off a good part of the year. 


What Rochdalers Have Done. 

“Broadly defined, co-operation 
raises the capital among those who 
want to use it and gives those who 
use it all that comes out of its use. 
The principle is workable among 4 
small group of farmers and in «a4 


great industrial plant. Twenty-eight 
Rochdalersa, workers in cot- 
ton and iron mills, started a co-oper- 
ative enterprise in 1844. The Roch- 
dale association now has 2,650,000 
members in Great Britain alone. Its 
capital has grown from $140 to $175,- 
000,000. The business done each 
year amounts to $600,000,000, and its 
divisible profits, $60,000,000 annually, 
are given back to its mem bers. 

“Twenty-five years ago the buyers 
for the Rochdale stores in Great Brit- 
ain persuaded the farmers of Den- 
mark to improve the quality of their 
butter, to organize in community 
groups, to hire experts and so on. The 
results of the co-operation in Den- 
mark have been actually astonishing. 
That country soon became the great- 
est butter producer in Europe. The 
plan was extended to bacon and esses. 
Today Danish producers are selling 
$65,000,000 worth of butter, eggs and 
bacon to the rest of the world. More- 
over, there are 1300 co-operative 
stores in Denmark, all of which are 
supported by farmers. 

“T speak of what is being done in 
Europe in order to show that co-op- 
eration contains the germ of growth

Some Nelsonian Philosophy. 

“Unless business is a means to bet- 
ter living and fairer conduct between 
man and man :t is a delusion and a 
snare; much business, 1 am compelled 
to say, is both. It is a far stretch 
from the present ways of doing busi!- 
ness to the brotherhood of man; but 
to this the human race must come if 
it hopes to survive. I would rather be 
@ peddier from door to door than a 
captain of industry bent on the pur- 
suit of money alone. Profit-sharing 


and co-operation will not make any |. 


one a multimillionaire. But would 
that be harmful to mankind? 

“All history, we know, teaches us 
that the downfall of nations has been 
caused by the rise of the selfish, the 
rich and the powerful. If profit-shar- 
ing, however, stops the accumulation 


of enormous fortunes, it works on the 


other hand toward a more equitable 
distribution of wealth and puts an end 
to throat-cutting competition. And 
yet there would be competition enough 
to regulate prices and to prevent ex- 
tortion. One co-operative commun- 
ity or factory, you see, would have to 
meet other communities and factories 
in the markets where its products 
were sold. Furthermore, profit-shar- 
ing would develop individual ability, 
originality, and energy, and the serv- 
ices of a worker would be worth all 
that the highest bidder for his service 
would be willing to pay.’ 

“You have started a number of 
grocery stores in New Orleans.” I said 
= Mr. Nelson. “Are they co-opera- 

ve?" 

“I have already opened thirty-two 
stores,” Mr. Nelson replied. “Also I 
have a large creamery. My object at 
first was to test the co-operative prin- 
ciple in a big city. I found, however, 
that American families living in large 
communities move around a great deal. 
They will be tn one street today and 
somewhere else tomorrow. Conse- 
quently, I changed my plans and 
adopted a more direct way of sharing 
profits with customers than is prac- 
ticed in the usual co-operative store or 


factory. 


—— 

Teaching a City to Pay Cash. 

“The prices at my thirty-two New 
Orleans establishments are about 25 
per cent. lower than in the ordinary 
credit grocery stores of the city. We 
sell for cash and imake no deliveries 
to customers. By and by we shall pur- 
chase and develop plantations and 
raise our own fruits, vegetables, eggs 
and poultry. Thus we shall show the 
farmers of Louisiana the possibilities 
of co-operative endeavor. and mean- 
while we shall be teaching the people 
of New Orleans the advantages of pay- 
ing cash for what they buy. 

“Once a man is on a cash basis he 
becomes economical and, in course of 


time, a property owner. Such is my 
mission in New Orleans. I am also 
engaged in promoting co-operative 


movements elsewhere in the South, es- 
pecially among the agricultural classes, 
The principle of co-operation is rap- 
idly spreading throughout the United 
States. In my opinion, it is the only 
just and sensible way of settling our 
social troubles.” 

A colony of seventy Norwegians emi- 
grated to the United States sixty- 
eight years ago. Nelson O. Nelson, al- 
most an infant in arms, was among the 
number. He grew up on a farm in 
Missouri, enlisted in the army at the 
age of 16—joining a Kansas regiment 
—and served from the beginning to 
the end of the Civil War. 

When Mr. Nelson started in bust- 
ness for himself, after several unsuc- 
cessful ventures, his capital amounted 
to $2500, “most of which.” to use his 
own language, “I spent on fixtures.”’ 
He was a prosperous manufacturer at 
the time he took his workmen into 
partnership. Making partners of the

Two Artillery Regiments Annihi- 
lated in Ten Minutes by Invaders’

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—What the ef- 
fect of the German field howitzers’ fire 
can be when directed upon troops in 


close formation, is described in the 
letter of a German officer, which, pub- 


lished in the Cologne Gazette of Sep- 
tember 20, reads in part as follows: 

“On August 22, at 8 o'clock in the 
evening just as we were about to go 
into quarters a fight developed sud- 
denly.

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country. Refugees are still arriving 
in England ag fast as the boats can 
carry them, and it is quite likely that 
Engiand will arrange with Holland to 
relieve her of a large proportion of 
the Belgians now sheltering there. 
England feels herself in a special 
sense responsible for the care of this 
people whose country has been saecri- 
ficed for the general interest of the 
allies, and she iq doing everything in 


}her power to help the stricken people. 
Far be it from me to suggest that 
England has any hopes of ultimate 
gain from this influx of strangers. I 
am sure she has not, but lam  qually 
sure that she will benefit in the long 
run from the introduction of so fine 
an element in her national life as the 
LGelgians, for there can be no doubt 
that many thousands of those who 
have sought the shores of Britain as 
refugees will remain and beceme cit- 
izens. In fact, Belgium before has 
contributed to British stock and in- 
dustry, for the weaving industry was 
introduced by the Flemings imported 
by Edward III for that purpose. Cen- 
turies later French Huguenot refugees 
introduced the silk industry into Eng- 
land and now it seems likely that the 
Belgians will repeat this history. 

One of the great problems now con- 
fronting British statesmen is how to 
deal with this vast immigration. At 
first the policy was adopted of simply 
entertaining the Belgians as guests, 
the idea being that they would soon 
be repatriated, but now it is recognized 
that the war may be a long one and 
that even when it is over it may not 
be possible for many months, or even 
years, to restore the full population to 
the devastated country. Evidently 
then work must be provided for the 
refugees to enable them to become 
self-supporting, and it must be work 
that would not displace native Eng- 
lish labor. 

The government has tackled the 
problem with a will, and while it is 
too early to say yet that a plan has 
been worked out, I may say that one 
is well on the way. The first step, of 
course, was to get information and for 
that purpose Herbert Samuel, presi- 
dent of the local government board, 
has appointed a special committee to 
examine the industrial and economic 
situation. The Registrar-General has 
also started a special census of the 
refugees, with special reference to 
their age, sex distribution, and eco- 
nomic efficiency. Fortunately the 
work of compiling information is easy 
for at the very beginning a govern- 
ment committee with Lord Gladstone, 
former Governor-General of South 
Africa as chairman, was formed “to 
deal with the. reception .of the ref- 
ugees and their distribution in Eng- 
land. This organization has full rec- 
ords, immediately available, of the 
numbers and present whereabouts of 
all the Belgians. 

One of the sources of wealth to 
which many of the Belgians can be 
turned was apparent at once. That is 
market gardening. and, generally 
speaking, small cultivation. The Bel- 
gians are the best market gardeners 
in the world, except perfaps their 
neighbors, the Dutch, and this branch 
of agriculture has been sadly neglected 
in England. Arrangemetts are now 
being made for securing tracts of suit- 
able ground near the large towns, 
where the refugees who have know!l- 
edge and experience in this kind of 


werk may turn it to account, 


The the alimentation of 


government will probably supply them 
with capital, where necessary, to start, 
It has not been decided yet whether 
a system of tenancy or peasant pro- 
prietorship shall be introduced. 

Another branch of agriculture in 
which the Belgian peasant excels is 
fax growing. The finest flax in the 
world comes from the region of 
Courtral, and the Ulster linen mills all 
maintained resident buyers there. 
Courtral and its fields are now iaid 
waste and Ulster is threatened with a 
shortage of supply. The soll of Ire- 
land 4s eminently suited to flax grow- 
ing, but the supply of skilled labor is 
short and the Belgians can supply it. 
It is quite likely that the mixed Scot- 
tish and Irish blood of the northeast 
corner of Ulster may be further di- 
luted by a strong dash of Flemish. 

Another direction tn which the Bel- 
gians may help England is in fine iron 
castings. Some of the most delicate 
work in the world of this kind was 
done about Liege. Many British 
motor firms, for instance, imported 
the castings for cylinders from Bel- 
gium in the rough and worked them 
up at home. Already I am told a 
number of Liege tron moulders have 
found work in British foundries, 

Lace making is another trade which 
will probably be introduced. The Bel- 
gian women are famous lace makers, 
and efforts are being made to estab- 
lish the industry here. H. Gordon 
Selfridge, the Anglo-American store- 
keeper, has started a little industry of 
this kind in connection with his store 
where a number of Belgian women 
are employed.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The’ feathered 
tribe of Belgium and Northern France 
has been dispersed by the din of war. 

In all the districts of the Marne 
it was noticed after the battle that 
the birds had disappeared. The Ar- 
gonne forests also have been nearly 
depopulated of all kinds of game by 
the continual turmoil In those regions. 
Driven to detached woods and thick- 
ets where their dangers would have 
been increased in time of peace, they 
now find security. 

Apart from their enforced exile, 
birds are not the least fortunate of 
beings in these times, game shooting 
being prohibited in France. 

The markets furnished evidence that 
some poaching was going on, however, 
and the Minister of War issued a 
warning that the sale of no other than 
imported refrigerator game would be 
tolerable. Early in the war soldiers 
supplemented their rations by taking 
a hare or pheasant here and there, 
but this was stopped by order, 

Searcity of game in the market is 
no harsdhip for it is a small part of

| amount annually to only 1000 tons of 
native and 450 tons of imported game, 
while the arrivais of domestic poul- 
try alone aggregate 21,000 tons. 
Belgium sends 50,000 larks to Paris 
each season, while the game importa- 
tions from other countries are: 
Austria, 2500 deer, 80,000 partridges, 
50,000 hares; Italy, 25,000 quail; Aus- 
tralia, 100,000 ° rabbits, 20,000 hares 
and 50,000 larks; England, 40,000 
pheasants and 30,000 partridges. 
An effort is being made to substi- 
_ the Russian reindeer for Austrian 
eer. 
No doubt considerable game that 
did not get away from the continu- 
ally beaten war zone has been de- 
destroyed, and the sportsmen who have 
shooting preserves in these parts of the 
country are pessimistic as to the fu- 
ture; they think it will require several 
years to repopulate those regions. On 
the other hand, the prohibition of one 
season's shooting in the territory not 
affected by hostilities, it is thought, 
will result in immense benefit to game 
in general, and that next year and for 
many years to come all kinds of game 
— be more plentiful than ever be- 
ore.

Romance Plays a Big Part 
in the Life of Japan.

TOKIO, Sept. 10.—What the Japa- 
nese call “‘western society journalism” 
is gaining a strong foothold in Japan. 
Both the newspapers and magazines 


are paying more attention to. the 
women. Although the practice has 
not developed to the exteht of the 
women’s page as it is known in Amer- 
ica, the newspapers make it a par- 
ticular point to tell what women are 
doing, and, like the magazines, make 
a specialty of their history, their fads, 
and their future. 

Among the wives of the Cabinet 
members, all of whom are found es- 
pecially , interesting, the Countess 
Okuma, consort of the Premier, is 
constantly held up as a model, pos- 
sessing all the virtues for which 
Japanese women are famous. She 
not only presides over the most cele- 
brated kitchen in Japan, which is ca- 
pable of serving thousands of guests 
at one time, but she is known and 
respected for her noble character and 
fine womanly qualities. 

The Count and Countess have been 
married now for forty-five years. She, 
before her marriage, was Aya-ko, the 
eldest daughter of a vassal of the 
Shogun. She was sought out by 
Count Okuma, who, unlike most of 
the young men of the _ turbulent 
Restoration days, was determined to 
find a woman of fine character and 
good home training. She has always 
devoted herself to her husband. A 
notable instance was when, twenty- 
five years ago, the Count was brought 
home wounded in the leg by a bomb. 
The physicians déclared that the leg 
must be amputated. The Countess 
made a prompt decision when she 
was told it was the only way to save 
his life, and after the operation she 
became more devoted still. 

The Baroness Kato, wife of the 
Foreign Minister, perhaps has had 
one of the widest social experiences 
of any Japanese woman. Daughter 
of the late Baron Iwasaki, she came 
from one of the wealthiest families 
in Japan, and as the wife of Baron 
Kato she has taken a prominent po- 
sition, especially in London society, 
where Baron Kato was formerly Am- 
bassador. She is clever and enter- 
taining, and has complete mastery of

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THE POEMS OF FRANCOIS VILLON. 
by H. de Vere Stacpoole. John Lane Company, 
New York. 


F IT had been our deer that Shakespeare 
poached, if we had been annoyed by and 
tax to support the children Rousseau 
deserted, and if our purse had been filched 
by Villon, it is likely that we would not be 

80 appreciative of much that is highly val- 
ued in the treasure house of Fame. 

_ Centuries removed from Francois Villon's 
Bimble fingers and ready sword, with only 
the echoes of his evil reputation in our ears, 
but with the full substance of his vivid bal- 
leds in our hands—ballads graphic as Ho- 
garth’s sketches—-we may well pay a tribute 
to his genius. Were he alive today, snoop- 


img through dark alleys in search of a be- 


lated wayfarer, or editing ballads in some 
tenderloin barrel-house, we would have no 
greater love or honor for him than did the 
respectable Parisians of five hundred years 
ago. And with our highly-civilized method 
of catching cut-throats and expediting jus- 
tice, it is probable that his lean form would 
soon dangle from the gibbet, and that all 
of our wide-girthed burgers would puff with 
relief and remark wisely among themselves 
that the hangman is indispensable to good 
society. 


But five centuries after Villon’s death the — 


most melodious poet of our day cried out: 

“Prince of sweet songs made out of tears 
and fire; . 

A hariot was thy nurse, a God thy sire; 

Shame soiled thy song, and song assoiled 
thy shame. 

But from thy feet now death hath washed 
the mire, 


Love reads out first, at head of all our choir, 


Villon, our sad, bad, glad, mad brother's 
name.” 

So Swinburne sang, and so the gaunt aris- 
tecracy and so the well-paunched middle- 


‘@lass acquiesced with the condescending tol- 


erance of those who patronize rather than 
@njoy literature. But only thieves and rogues 
—and poets such as Swinburne—would have 
welcomed Villon to their tables—Villon, with 
his pale, peaked face, and who, as he said 
of himself, “standeth bald, in turnip trim, 
sans beard, sans hair above the eyes.” 

But Villon pleaded his own case for fu- 
ture generations in a ballad while he and 
his: companions were waiting expecting to 
be hanged: 


“O brother men who after us shall thrive, 

Let not your hearts against us hardened be. 

For all the pity unto us ye give ; 

God will return in mercy unto ye; | 

We five or six here swinging from the tree, 

Behold, and all our flesh, that once was fair, 

Rotted and eaten by the beaks that tear, 

Whilst we the bones to dust and ash dis- 
solve. 


Let no man mock us, or the fate we bear; 


_ But pray to God that He may us absolve.” 


Villon’s most important poems are the 
two Testaments which he wrote in sadness, 
in satire, in mockery, bequeathing. various 
things, few of which he possessed, to his 
friends, his enemies and his sweethearts. 

To Mother Earth he bequeathes his body, 
worn out and wasted by hunger. It is so 
thin, he says, that the worms wil) get scant 
gcod from ‘it—but from the earth it came, 
and so let it return to the earth. All things 
are giad to return from whence they came. 

To one friend he bequeathes fourteen 
casks of wine stolen by himself at his peril. 
To the Prince of Fools, he bequeathes, for 
a companion, one Michault, whose wit is 
mot great. He orders that his body shall 
be buried in a convent, and that his monu- 
ment shall be a picture done in ink. He 
wants no tomb of stone—it would break 
the floor down. 

Villon does not glory in his rascality. He 
says that if God had given him some com- 
passionate benefactor, then burning would 
have been just if he did evil—but that hun- 


ger drove him forth to rapine as it drives: 


wolves from the woods. Again he says it 
is true that he has loved, and that he would 
do so again: but he has always been too 
hungry and sad to have the full joy of love. 
Love and a full belly only agree. He la- 
ments that he escaped from school and was 
a bad child, and wishes that he had studied 
and worked hard in his youth. 


H. de Vere Stacpoole has given all of the 
known poems of Villon in the French, but, 
additionally, the ballads and rondels are 
translated into verse, and a running com- 
mentary and notes are given with the two 
Testaments. The translations are very 
pleasing—more literal and better verse than 
one expects to find: the spirit of cynical 
bantering—even in his repentant moods, Vil- 
jon was not sentimental—and the almost 
whimsical dignity of his regrets is admir- 
ably shown, 

“He calls upon those who smuggle, those 
who cheat at games, those who make false 
coins, “thieves of gold, or virgin’s pearls,” 
to consider “where goes what ye get in 
fees?”—Answering “All on taverns and on 
giris.” 

“Turn, before your spirit cools, 

To more honest husbandry; 

Grooms of horses be, or mules 

Plough the fields and plant the tree. 

If you've no Latinity, 

No more learning than the churls, 

Work—nor cast your money free 

All on taverns and on girls.

Stockings, pourpoint, drapery, 

Every rag that round you furls, 

Ere you've done, will go, you'll see, 

All on taverns and on girls.” ; 

Yet with the consistency t all reckless 
poets know so well, he pleads thus with his 
mistress: 

“False beauty that has cost me dear, 

Rude in eff deceiving sweet, 

Love that is re than steel severe, 

Name whose letters spell my defeat. 

Ruinous charms that my heart did eat, 

Pride that kills men cruelly, 

Pitiless eyes, will her heart not yet — 

Turn from disdain and succor me” 

‘The lament of the prostitute is one of the 
poems that shows how keen was Villon’s 
sympathy, no matter how disreputable may 
have been his life. La Belle Heaulmiere, 
once the town’s mistress, now grown old, 
reviews her charms and triumphs, and con- 
eludes thus: 

“So we regret the good old times, 

And squatting around the fire sit we, 

Ol trips, to watch the flame that climbs, 
And in the fire our past we see. 

Ldke sticks to feed a fire we be, 

A fire that soon ig lit and done: 

Yet had we beauty once—pardie!-— 

Which is the tale of many a one.” 

As the atithor points out, nearly every- 
thing im life cave Villon a ballad; if not, a 
rondel: if not, a verse. A tavern, a cliurch, 
the picture of a saint, a friend, an enemy, 
himself, his old mother, or Casin Cholet, the

He was the voice of Old Paris, and, of 
the voices of her bells and her people, the 
only living voice to reach us. Yet he is 
enough, for he speaks for them all—for the 
rioters in the taverns, for the chattering 
girls, for the courtesan grown old: for the 
creaking gibbet and the howling wolf. There 
is scarcely a friend that he has forgotten 
or an enemy that he has missed; and he is 
frank as day about himself. He says horri- 
ble things, he says sordid things, and he 
says beautiful things, but he says one thing 
always—the tryth.

RUTH crushed to earth will rise again, 

so they say. But Bob Bennett found it 

rather difficult for the man who tells the 
truth to get up. He starts in on a bet to 
tell the truth. He simply has to tell it, for 
he has given his promise to pay $5000 if he 
doesn't keep truthful for three weeks, and 
he hasn't the $5000. 

His married friends have much fun out of 
the wager until Bob is invited to a house 
party where their wives get him cornered 
and begin asking questions about the hus- 
bands. Then the fireworks starts. Many 
people think Bob has gone crazy—excepting 
the wives; they believe him. : 

Thereupon the husbangs start in to ad- 
vance the “crazy” theory. Divorce and scan- 
dal stare them in the face. Bob ig carried 
off to a private sanatorium, from which he 
is rescued by a temperamental heiress who 
doesn't think he is crazy, but is confident 
that he is a “society burglar.” 

And Gwendoline Gerald—who isn’t tem- 
peramental—doesn’'t know what to think and 
she is the only one for whose opinion Bob 
cares a rap. She begins to believe he its

Between the temperamental heiress, who 
tries to blackmail Bob into marriage, and 
the outraged husbands, the same kind of 
wives, the baffled Gwendoline, and the pes- 
tiferous English lord, Bob has an embar- 
rassing time of it. 

“Nothing But the Truth” is an extravagant 
romance, breezy, preposterous and enjoya- 
ble. One wrinkles one’s forehead consid- 
erably as the book draws to a close, in try- 
ing to anticipate the author’s denouement, 
for it seems that the tangle Bob gets into 
can never be cleared up. Of course, some 
may think the book has a bad moral effect 
in pointing out the difficulties attending 
truth-telling. But that can hardly be just, 
since Rdb comes out with flying colors—but 
slightly adverse to telling the truth when 
it is unnecessary.

A critical estimate would not perhaps 
award the palm for merit to “The Measure 
of a Man,” but it is one of the most unusual 
ahd absorbing stories in this book of strong 
stories. An American party—a fashionable 
lady and her rich husband, a Senator and 
a few more of the plutocratic type—while 
“touring” China attend a dinner at which a 
wealthy Chinaman is a guest. The Amer- 
icans discuss by what standards manhood

In “The Game of Life and Death,” from 
which the book takes its title, Lee Fu 
Chang and the American Nichols have their 
ship stranded on an island infested by Chi- 
nese pirates. The pirates come aboard and 
find Lee Fu and Nichols playing cards, sim- 
ulating an indifference to the presence of 
the pirates. Eventually the chief of the pi- 
rates plays with Lee Fu for the ship and the 
lives of Lee Fu and Nichols. In the han- 
dling of this story the author has presented 
a most dramatic situation in a way that is 
thoroughly convincing. 

“The Moths” relates something of the hal- 
lucinations of a man who is afraid of moths, 
believing them to be the souls of women 
who have been wronged. 

“An Incident in the Pacific” relates the 
experiences of a crew forced to abandon a 
burning steamer, and.-tells of a dog which 
deserted its master, seemingly with the 
— that the. master was to per- 
sh. 

“De Long: A Story of Sunda Straits” 
(tells of a faithless wife, a miserly husband 
and her lover who drowns while attempting 
to rob the husband) and “The Final Score” 
(of ,how retribution came to a mutinous mate 
of after years) are two of the stories that 
add little to the value of the book. 

But none of them are insipid: all of them 
have strength and the atmosphere of the 
sea. There are big, hard men in these 
tales—the hardest veterans of the foc’sle 
and quarterdeck—and Mr. Colcord handles 
his characters well.

NYTHING is allowable in fiction that 
sounds probable. If it does not sound 
probable then we are justified in saying 
the author is at fault. Some authors make 
impossibilities seem not only probable, but 
logical. There is nothing in “A Soldier of 
the Legion” that might not easily be possi- 
ble; there is little in it that seems probable. 
From the moment Max Doran, a lieuten- 
ant in the United States army, learns from 
his supposed mother that he is merely an 
adopted child, to the hour when, as a soldier 
of the Foreign Legion, he is for 
deserting to save the colonel’s daughter, the 
book has an air of unreality, the scenes 
seem forced, the climaxes appear hand-made. 
Max, finding he is a Frenchman and that 
his father served in the Foreign Legion, 
and that the true daughter of his foster 
parents may be located in Algeria, goes in 
search of her, finds her, and surrenders all 
of the wealth he might have retained by 
keeping silent. On the ship, from France 
to Algeria, he finds a young and attractive 
woman, Sanda, who has entered his cabin 
by mistake; but he behaves as a gentle- 
man. and she is grateful enough to be his 
friend: and her father, who is a colonel tn 
the Foreien Legion, is aleo friendly after 
Max enlists In that branch of the French 
service chiefly composed of men who have 
no country and few friends.

T 18 difficult to speak justly of this 
book for the reason that it is not easy 
to determine exactly what is just. It is 
not particularly interesting; we do not con- 
sider it well written—it is morally good in 
the superlative degree, a sort of a sermon 
on making the best of depressing difficul- 
ties when even poverty is among them.

The author, apparently convinced that the 
book does not explain itself, has instaHed 
a preface to do so, stating that she doesn’t 
hold “Orthodoxy” to be a “sacrilegious 
play,” telling us all about how she came to 
write it, and declaring that she ‘oesn’t wish 
to convey the idea that “there ar. no really 
good people in churches.”

HE chief value of these books is as a 

guide to the student and as a reference 

for the scholar. Anyone who hopes to 
get a tabloid education by digesting these 
three volumes will be deservedly disappoint- 
ed. One may read all three and still have 
no knowledge of Dickens, Shakespeare or 
Seott; but to anyone who already knows 
something of those authors, or is preparing 
to begin learning of them, these synopses, 
also containing an index to the characters 
arranged alphabetically, may be of interest 
and service. 

In the arrangement of the books a chron- 
ological list of the writings is succeeded by 
a brief study of each work-—its date, first 
appearance, scene, time, personages and 
plot.

A MEDICAL INQUIRY. 

THE CANCER PROBLEM. William Seaman 
Bainbridge, A.M... S<.D., M.D. The Macmillan 

Company, New York. 

N FIVE HUNDRED closely-written pages 
Dr. Bainbridge presents every phase of 
the cancer problem as it appears today. 
Such subjects ag the contagiousness, herita- 
bility and curability of cancerous growths 
are treated in detail, with a concise sum- 
mary in a paragraph at the end of each. 
chapter that puts the thing in a nutshell. 
The author, who, as founder of the re- 
search department of the New York Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, speaks authoritatively, 
asserts that habits of life, climate, diet and 
race have nothing to do with the production 
of cancer, so far as can be ascertained. He 
shows that it is a universal malady, from 
which no race is free, and to which no race 
is exceptionally predisposed. He finds that 
heredity plays a role, but not one of suffi- 
cient importance to cause anxiety. And, al- 
though he admits that the available records 
seem to show that cancer is on the increase, 
the disease does not appear to have gained 
ground to any alarming extent in the last 
quarter of a century. : 
The first chapters of the book, which are 
devoted to the history, general distribution 
and statistical considerations of cancer, 
make interesting reading for the layman. 
The remaining chapters are too technical

LOCAL INSURANCE MEN PLAN 


NEW LAWS FOR COMING 
LEGISLATURE. 


A movement to have stricter and 
more comprehensive insurance laws 
enacted in this State at* the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature is on foot in 
the local field. A Committee on Leg- 


islation composed of I. J. Muma, F. 
E. McMullen and George A. Rathbun 
has been apppinted in the Los Angeles 
Underwriters Association to formulate 
plans for carrying on the campaign. 
A definite programme will be arranged 
shortly after the annual election of 
the association to be held next month. 

The two . principal points upon 
which it is desired to secure legisla- 
tion are rebating and “twisting,” ac- 
cording to W. McClelland, secretary 
of the Publicity Committee of the as- 
sociation...

OFFICIAL GAS FIGURES. 


Nineteen-Thirteen is Shown to have 
been Greatest Year for Industry, in 
Government Report. 

The year 1913 was the greatest in 
thé history of the natural gas in- 
dustry of the United States, accord- 
ing to a bulletin on the production 
last year prepared under the super- 
vision of David T. Day by B. Hill, 
and received in this city yesterday. 
The year surpassed any previous one 
in both the quantity and the value 
of the gas produced. 

While there was a decrease in the 
domestic consumption of gas, com- 
pared with the previous year, the in- 
dustrial consumption is shown to be 
steadily increasing by the figures of 
the report. One of the important 
features of the industry was the great- 
er effort made last year to conserve 
the natural gas resources of the coun- 
try by saving the gas from oil wells, 
etc., the report states, 

The total gas production in the 
United States in 1918 is estimated at 
581,898,239,000 cubic feet, valued at 
$87,846,677, an average price of 15.10 
cents per thousand cubic feet, an in- 
crease of 19,794,787.000 cubic feet in 
quantity and of $3,282,720 in value 
over the previous year, the report's 
figures show. Of the product 32 per 
cent. was used for domestic purposes 
and 68 per cent. for industrial pur- 
poses.

When Barney Oldfield established 
the new world’s non-stop record at 
Corona Thursday he also set a mark 
for tire efficiency that perhaps never 
has been equalled. 

Oldfiela’s car was equipped with 
Firestone tires, but one of the four 
that established the perfect score had 
seen 700 miles of service on the desert 
and mountain roads in preparation for 
the Los Angeles-Phoenix race.

Just what the increase will be on 
each make of car will not be known 
until December 1, when the

It was admitted yesterday, however, 
by Corning DeSaules of the local of- 
fice that the new formula that will 
be used for determiaing the horse 
power will probably mean an 
creased tax on all but those on*which 
the piston stroke is the same as the 
bore of the cylinders. 

The method used last year for de- 
termining horse power was the A.L.A. 
M. formula, which takes into consid- 
eration only the bore and number of 
the cylinders. It is understood that 
the formula contemplated this year is 
based on the cubic inches of piston 
displacement of the various motors. 

The propcsed change has naturally 
aroused bitter resentment among lo- 
cal motorists, who were quick to point 
out that the Johnson appointees re- 
served their announcement of the tax 
increase until after election.

Fall and Parking Space is Scarce. 


~ Leos Angeles is confronted with a 
‘traffic problem which is growing more 
serious every day. . The city has vut- 
Srown its own streets and even the 
Police officers are baffied. . 

There is more traffic on Broadway 
of Los Angeles than on the Broadway 
of New York, at the present time, ac- 
@ording to interested automobile men 
who have recently returned from the 
@astern metropolis. it is claimed that 
it is easier to drive through the New 
York traffic in the evening than to 
pilot 2 machine from First to Sev- 
@nth on Broadway right here in Los 
Angeles, during the busy hours of the 
Jate afternoon. 

With more machines appearing on 
the streets of Los Angeles every day 
and the great influx of exposition visi- 
tors due soon, there is no telling just 
what the traffic situation will amount 
to here. The automobile has fairly 
taken possession of the city, yet the 
city is not able to care for the ma- 
chines already here. 

The mdin ceuse for the congestion 
is the narrow street. The street cars 
also contribute toe the seriousness of 
the situation, but the main cause is 
~the fact that there as so Many ma- 
chines running in Los 

Traffic rules originated in Los An- 
@eles in the early days of the auto- 
mobile. At the present time, there 
are #0 many machines in Southern 
California that eyery suburban town 
has its traffic regulations and in many 
of the smaller places there is @ traffic 
department of the police ferce. 

There are a few rules which might 
de successfully added to the Leos An- 
geles traffic code. One of the most 
important additions to the code would 
be an ordinance forbidding pedestrians 
to cross the streets in the traffic zone, 
except at regular crossings and un- 

the whistle of the trefiic officer, 
just as the cars and vehicles are yov- 
erned. 


A great many accidents happen be- 
tween biocks. The pedestrian eross- 
ing the crowded street is also a trial to 
the nerves of the driver of an auto- 
mobile. In New York the pedestriaa 
is governed by the whistle in the same 
manner as the autoist and there is no 
reason why the same condition should 
pot exist here. 

The time will come, it is believed, 
when machines will not be allowed to 
turn into Broadway or Spring street 
from cross streets during the hours of 
heavy traffic and the time will also 
come when trucks and heavy motor 
vehicles will not be allowed on the 
ba 4 streets.
